Germans Hid Their Ship In Palm 
Grove To Try To Save Her. 

The dramatic story of the sink- 
ing of the German raider Koep- 
igs burg, on the coast of East 
Africa, has just been told by 
Captain Willett of the British 
merchant ship Newbridge. 

The Koenigsburg. which was 
a light cruiser of about the same 
class as the Emden. Dresden, 
and Karlsruhe, mounting only 
4.1 inch guns, was in company 
with a smaller German ship when 
chased by the British squadron, 
which included, it is believed, 
several armored cruisers of the 
County class. The smaller ship 
was sunk, but the Koenigsberg 
succeeded in getting behind the 
Mafia Islands and some distance 
up the river, where she was com- 
pletely screened by a bend of the 
river, and where the British 
heavier draft ships could not 
follow her. They also, it ap- 
pears, landed a detachment who 
mounted some light guns on the 
hank as a defense against attack 
by a British boat expedition. 

The British, however, content- 
ed themselves with bottling up 
the Koenigsberg by sinking Cap- 
tain Willett.s ship in the channel. 
They then waited for the arrival 
of a seaplane which flew up the 
river and indicated the position 
of the German cruiser by drop- 
ping smoke bombs. 

The Germans had their .<hip 
close to the bank under cover of 
some palm groves and had cover- 
ed her with foliage. The aviator, 
however was able to make her 
out and to direct the tire of the 
British ships so accurately by sig- 
nals that the cruiser was com- 
pletely destroyed.
